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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
lijima et al (US 2002/0157601). 

lijima discloses a method of forming a MgO film on a substrate which can be 
used for manufacturing a plasma display panel [0001], wherein the MgO film is formed 
within the claimed pressure range. The degree of vacuum (pressure range) is controlled 
by introducing argon and oxygen gas into the chamber while the chamber is exhausted 
([0033], [0059]-[0063], Table 2). 

Thus, lijima describes every limitation of claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 and thus 
anticipates the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over lijima et al 

(US 2002/0157601) as applied above in view of Hirano et al (US 2003/0030377). 

lijima does not disclose controlling the degree of vacuum by introducing a gas 
from the group consisting of water, hydrogen, carbon monoxide, and carbon dioxide. 

Hirano discloses a method of forming a MgO layer onto a substrate for a plasma 
display panel, wherein the chamber has an inside atmosphere of hydrogen and oxygen 
[0032]. The hydrogen-containing atmosphere reduces the metal ion density of the MgO 
film [0044]. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention by applicant to control the pressure of lijima by introducing oxygen gas and 
hydrogen gas as suggested by Hirano, as opposed to the oxygen/argon of lijima, in 
order to reduce the metal ion density of the MgO film. 

Thus, claim 3 would have been obvious within the meaning of 35 USC 103 over 
the combined teachings of lijima and Hirano.
